LONDON, England, June 28. 
REAT BRITAIN, like 
(. whole of Europe, is passing 
the first order. Fundamentally, 
as the writer sees it, this crisis 
represents a struggle of the Euro- 
pean masses for the larger liberty 
and the greater happiness which 
springs from widely diffused pros- 
perity. 

Europe's workers are too poor. 
They know they are too poor. They 
have heard of America’s ecovom- 
ic progress. They are saying to 
their leaders, to their elite: 
“Show us a way out of this wil- 
derness.”’ 

Certain nations of Continental 
Europe have political crises of a 
crucial character. These nations 
have not found themselves consti- 
tutionally. Their traditions are 
not those of Great Britain. They 
are wavering somewhere between 
the realms of autocracy and dem- 
ocracy. 

Great Britain has no politicat 
crisis. No one demrands that the 
King shall go, nor that Parlia- 
ment shall shut up, nor that any 
part of the Constitution shall be 
scrapped. Great Britain's crisis 


is purely and simply a social and 
economic crisis.

WE CELEBRATE AN ANNIVERSARY. 

When, in the course of human events, it 
becomes necessary for one amendment to 
dissolve the legislative bands which have 
connected it to the others, and to assume 
among the powers of the Constitution a 
separate and superior station to which the 

Antisaloon League and the W. C. T. U. 
would raise it, a decent respect to the opin- 
ions of mankind requires that they should 
deciare how they spent the money which 
impelled it to this superiority. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident: 
that all amendments are created equal. that 
they are endowed by the Congress with cer- 
tain unalienable rights, that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of enforce- 
ment. That to secure these rights, Govern- 
ments are instituted among us, deriving 
their just powers from the consent of the 
governed. That whenever any form of su- 
per-government becomes a nuisance of an 
accessory to these ends, it ia the right of 
the people to halter or to hamstring it, and 
to institute an investigation. laying its 
foundations on Congress and organizing its 
powers in such form as to them shall seem 
most likely to disclose the identity of 
Messrs. XN. Y. Z and Zero. Prudence, in- 
deed. will dictate that under-cover govern- 
ment, long established, should be dragged 
into the light permanently; all experience 
hath shown that mankind are more dis- 
posed to bellow, when evils are insuffer- 
able. than to take sucb- action at the polls 
as will insure open and above-board gov- 
ernment But when a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
Sain: object. evinces a design to reduce 
them under absolute espionage. it is their 
right, it is their duty. to blow off steam 
and to make sure that it does not happen 
again.

William Feather, in “The Nations Busi- 
ness’ for July. has a new type of Inde- 
pendence day address, a speech which sed- 
ulously avoids making the eagle scream. 
an article which endeavors to interpret the 
soul of. America. 

It is Mr. Feather'’s contention that the 
soul of America is expressed in our bound- 
jess energy and in our material prosperity. 
According to this critic. we should quit 
apologizing for ‘azz and for sky-scrapers. 
Mr. Feather would have us accept both 
frankly as American art. 

In our humble opinion, he is right. Amer- 
cans have been called money-gruWbers so 
long they have themselves begun to be- 
lieve the accusation. Yet no people on 
earth are more liberal than those same 
money-grubbers, as countless foreign lec- 
witness. If the itching 
palm were peculiarly American. the accu- 
sation might stand. We hazard the guess 
that it is not. 

Our architecture runs to “k¥-scrapers. 
yet a sky-scraper can be as beu®‘iful archi- 
tecturally asa cathedral. Most ef the archi- 
tectural masterpieces of Europe were fin- 
ished before 1776. and are the heritage of 
the entire Western world. If jazz repre- 
sents the quickened tempo of American life. 
if it is the first rude art expression of a 
people who have but recently conquered a 
continent. if it ts ag indigenous as corn on 
the cob. why apologize for jazz? 

We deciared our independence of Europe

normal run on an ordinary day. 

On the bfsis of this advice, the 
Chicago City Council is about to 
consider a proposal to prohibit all 
downtown parking. If that prohi- 
bition is imposed, auto owners will 
call for some scheme to handle 
their cars when they are driven 
into the central section of the city. 

Underground garages, parking 
areas set aside in the ‘downtown 
district and large privately owned 
central parking garages are some of 
the relief schemes proposed.

In these past 
dozen years she has made a reputation for 
herself as one of the most expert breeders 
in America, and {f in America, then in the 
world. 

It is no mean assignment to have Man o’ 
War, the greatest of horses, put in your 
care. And she has had his management 
since he was retired to the stud. Man o 
War, whose owner was offered $260,000 
for him. 

Samuel D. Riddle, the millionaire sports- 
man, after putting Man o° War in Miss 
Daingerfield’s charge, decided he wanted a 
breeding farm in the Blue Grass country. 
Mr. Riddle knows the thoroughbred game 
and undoubtedly Mr. Riddle has just about 
enough money to get almost anyone he 
wants to manage his farms for him. And 
when Riddle decided to lay out a farm near 
Lexington, he chose Elizabeth Daingerfield 
for the job. 

So Mise Daingerfield and Riddle looked 
over the country in the vicinity of Lexine- 
ton and finally picked 430 acres about sev- 


en miles from this city Then came the 
real job—the laying out of the property 
There is nothing haphazard about the archi- 
tecture of a breeding farm. First there 
are the stables to be thought of, some of 
them small for the bores, others of them 
larger for the numerous colts and fillies. 
Next to every stable is ite paddock, and the 
paddocks are of different areas. For, quite 
naturally, one stallion doesn't need as large 
a place to romp around in as do ten or 
twelve mares and their yearlings. 


ND as the Blue Grass country ts a 
A pieoine rolling country, care must be 

taken that the stables are placed on 
properly high ground. 

Now the stables themselves are not make- 
shift, thrown-together structures. It would 
hardly do to put a horse for which $260,000 
had been offered in that kind of a 
place. The stables on the Faraway Farm, 
which is the hame of the Riddle farm, are. 
I imagine, just about model stables. 

The stable known as the Man o’ War Sta- 
ble is a beauty. Painted white, with a high 
“hip” roof, there is space for plenty of air. 
and this high roof is far enough away from 
the ground to ease the heat of the hot Ken- 
tucky sun. Ip this stable are four statis 
or rather rooms, each twenty feet by twenty- 
two feet. Man o War lives in one of these 
rooms, the other three are occupied by three 
other fine horses. 

So are all the other stables. All high. 
roomy, clean and sweet-smelling. There 
are more than thirty colored men employed 
in keeping them and their occupants in the 
choicest condition.

DEMOPOLIS, Alabama. 
HERE the old plan- 
tation road crosses 


the slough in the 
heart of Shady 
Grove Swamp, 27 


miles southwest of 
here, you peer into 
the depths of an 
American ‘“‘Heart of 
Darkness.”’ Scarcely 
ever does a ray of 
sunshine penetrate 
It is a region of 


the thicket overhead. 
perpetual shadow, dismal and loathsome. 


The ground is always watersoaked and 
slimy. So are the matted fallen trees. 
Throughout most of the year the stagnant 
scum-covered pools are alive with polliwogs 
and aswarm with myriads of mosquitoes. 
Frogs croak wretchedly from the muddy 
banks of Double Creek meandering nearby 
in the general direction of the Tombigbee 
Riyer, three miles below. It is semi-tropical 
wilderness at its worst, is the Shady Grove 
Swamp, broken only at intervals by patches 
of cotton and corn in the clearings. 

Viewing what he can see of the landscape 
from the point where the old road crosses 
the slough, the traveler involuntarily muses 
that if the remedy be not worse than the 
disease a fugitive might conceal himself 
indefinitely in the morass without fear of 
molestation. Its adaptability as a natural 
hiding place is forced upon the attention. 
The number of white-tailed deer and other 
wild animals testify to its remoteness from 
the haunts of men. The roads over which 
the visitor must perforce have come to get 


there testify to its inaccessibility. Unless 
he is familiar with the history of the local- 
ity, however, it might not occur to him that 
Rhady Grove Swamp offers a field as ad- 
mirable for the concealment of treasure as 
for the concealment of man. But knowing 
the traditions of the place as most of the 
Southerners know them now, the visitor ap- 
proaches the slough with ear alert for the

would reveal the exact resting place of the 
powder can, but fitted together they would 
supply a complete guide. What happened? 

While the gold atill slumbered in the ooze 
of Shady Grove and the secret of its where- 
abouts remained his own, Col. Whitfield 
Gied. That was soon after the Civil War, 
when foragers were still active and it was 
unsafe to have gold lying about a plantation 
home. The heirs apparently made no effort 
to recover the money for some years, and 
when they did they were able to find only 
one section of the chart. It proved to be 
useless without the other. Years of search 
went unrewarded. Then, a few weeks ago, 
there came to light the missing section. With 
its discovery there developed the most spec- 
tacular treasure hunt witnessed in the South 
since the quest for the Spanish doubloons 
of the pirate Lafitte on Pecan Island, off 
the Louisiana coast. 

With the long-lost map section in their 
possession, Gaius and Henry Whitfield. 
grandsons of the Colonel and present owners 
of the Shady Grove plantation, bought 25 
new picks and journeyed into the awamp 
After locating the spot and blasting for a 
few days with dynamite in an attempt to lo- 
cate the hoard without assistance, thes 
called in the Negro hands from the planta- 
tion’s cotton fields. Thirty-five stalwart 
blacks were set to work with the new picks 
and battery of shovels assembled on the 
farm. For nearly a whole day the Negroes 
labored and sweltered in the uninspiring be-

lief that they were searching for old line 
markers. Then, late in the afternoon, the 
mystery was solved when Will Grant, dig- 
ing 18 Inches below the surface in the bed 
of the slough at the foot of a maple tree 
drove his pick into a pocket of gold. Shiny 
twenty-dollar pieces literally splashed up in- 
to his face. The 6U-vear search at last was 
over and Shady Grove Swamp had yielded 
up its secret. The powder can had rusted 
away so that only the rime remained. 

And here is the reason the second half of 
the map did the work after the first had 
failed.

The Whitfields, members of an old and 
aristocratic family of the South. have never 
been noted for taking outsiders into their 
confidence, so it was-consistent with their 
traditions that Gaius, now a resident of 
Middlesboro, Ky., where he operates a bank- 
ing business. and Henry, vice president of 
the Robertson Banking Company of Demo- 
polis. should make no public mention of the 
missing chart’s discovery. Everybody sus- 
pected the nature of their expedition when 
they bought their digging equipment and 
aet off for the swamp, but so far as known 
they discussed their business with nobody 
but Lee Patterson, their overseer, who man- 
aces the 4700-acre Shady Grove plantation 
and looks after the 500 Negro tenants on 
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you, boss, does you reckon that money's any 
good now?” 

As to how much gold was actuall)  un- 
earthed there is some difference of opinion 
in Demopolis. Rumors that the figure ex- 
ceeded $200,000 were denied by the Whit- 
fields, but their statements as to the exact 
amount have been indefinite and evasive. The 
theory most generally accepted isa that the 
old powder can held between $12,000 and 
15.000. all in $20 pleces and dating from 
1850 to 1863. Most of it was of 1850 mint- 
age.

y HETHER the amount to be divided is 
VW $15,000 or twice that amount makes 
little difference in the family’s finan- 

cial rating. The Whitfields, for several gen- 
«rations, have been regarded as independent- 
lv wealthy. In the days before the Civil War 
it js said, Col. Galue Whitfield was rated 
as a millionaire and the richest man in Ala- 
bama. His iand holdings were enormous. 
comprising at least 60,000 acres in the area 
between Demopolis and Linden and the Tom- 
bigbee River. There was a statement wide- 
ly heard in those days that one could drive 
for 26 miles straight south from Demopolis 
getting off of Whitfield iand 
‘‘Gaineswood,”’ the Whitfield mansion, bullt 
in 1850, half a mile from Demopolis on 
what is now the Dixie Overland Highway, 
was a showplace that visitors traveled far to 
see. It is still a landmark of outstanding 
beauty. In its heyday it was the home of 
General Nathan Whitfield, a cousin of the 
elder Gaius, but it served ae the social head- 
quarters for the entire Whitfield line and 
many were the brilliant festivities which 
held forth under ite portals. Negro siaves 
numbered by the score were there to wait 
upon the whims of belies and galiants. More

than 1600, it is declared, were owned by 
the General, and Gaius had at least 600 
slaves scattered about on his vast domain. 

In recent years much of the original tract, 
which included the great Haughton Swamp 
southwest of Demopolis, has been sold, but 
the land holdings still comprise two other 
plantations—the Cox and Norwood places— 
each of which is fully as large as the present 
Shady Grove farm. Their fields are fertile 
and their crops luxuriant. 

It was on the Shady Grove place, however, 
that the elder Gaius operated most exten- 
sively as a cotton planter in Civil War days. 
The old plantation home, a one-story frame 
structure now sadly dilapidated, still stands 
there on a knoll overlooking a row of Negro 
cabins stretching along a lane between two 
great cotton flelds. One reaches the place 
by debouching from the Pin Hook road at 
Six Mile Creek, some four miles east, and 
threading a devious course through swamp 
country almost as dense as that in which 
the gold was buried. Passing the old house 
with its surrounding cluster of tenant quar- 
ters, the visitor proceeds across other fer- 
tile fields and through other dense forests 
for some four miles ere he comes to the 
main Shady Grove swamp and the scene of 
the treasure hunt. Negroes, old and young. 
are seen loitering about the cabins or ply- 
ing their hoes in the cotton flelds. Some 
of them were there when Col. Whitfield 
used to farm on a big scale.

“Burn” (an area once burned off) on 
the banks of the Tombigbee. “‘Uncle’’ Henry 
remembers when Colonel Whitfield used to 
ship three or four thousand bales of cotton 
down the Tombigbee to Mobile every year 
and sell it for prices ranging as high as $1 a 
pound during the war. He would bring the 
gold back in sacks and toss them around like 
bags of grain. Once when he was a boy, 
declares Uncle Henry, they left the sacks on 
the porch while they went in to dinner and 
he went up and felt of those great bags 
of money. He says they were full of 
“natchel dollars.’’ 

With so much gold on hand and banks 
so few and far between, the practice of bury- 
ing money was bound to’ become common, 
not only with the Whitfilelds, but with other 
Southern planters. Old timers declare the 
South is still full of buried gold and that 
the $15,000 unearthed on the Shady Grove 
place represents only a handful of that 
probably hidden at one time or another 
on that plantation alone. Indeed, there ts 
reason for local belief that the cache was 
not the firet discovered by the Whitflelda. 
About 25 years ago. old residents recall. the 
country was suddenls flooded with old gold 
coins which came to be known as “Whitfield 
dollars.” Although little was said about 
the matter by the Whitfields themselves, it 
Was generally underatood that the goid had 
been found somewhere in the fastnesses of 
Shady Grove

Gisappeared 
for Fred Fitch as 
the returns from his 
hair tonic raised 
him from the role of 
a small-town Iowa 
barber to that of a 
millionaire man u- 
facturer. The fro- 
mance blossomed again when Fitch. divorced 
six months ago by hie first wife after a six- 
rear separation, married, at Bethany, Mo.., 
his foster daughter, Miss Gertrude West- 
berg, former chief bottle filler in his hair- 
tonic factory. But his hair, alas, is gone 
for good. 

It is a rocky road to matrimonial happi- 
ness that Fitch has followed. It begins in 
the country-town barber shop where his first 
wife, Mrs. Lettie Fitch, says she passed out 
bottles of tonic to customers with one hand 
and held the babies’ bottles with the other. 
There is the story of a third woman tn Ar- 
kaneas. Then to the great Fitch factory. 
where the latest Mrs. Fitch once presided 
over the bottles. Then Reno, where Fitch 
took up residence after his wife began her 
divorce suit, and where he filed a counter- 
suit. Now the new bride and bridegroom 
have left for the wild and wicked East. 
While the clang of the wedding belle iesues 
from Bethany the clank of shampoo bottles 
issues steadily from the Des Moines factory 

While the domestic life pf Fred W. Fitch 
wag not as smooth as those egglike domes 
his invention is said to turn to a semblance 
of a mossy bank, the wedding in Bethany. 
Mo., not long ago, is indication that a 
warm heart beats a few degrees south of his 
brow, whose baldness has defied the restor- 
ing qualities of his tonic. 

Back in 1492 Freddie Fitch, local barber 
of Liscomb, Iowa, acquired a wife, and at 
intervals thereafter he acquired four chil- 
dren. Also, he acquired an ambition to 
make a million dollars or so, and started ex- 
perimenting with tonics. 


Then the family moved to Boone, lfowa 
where Freddie Fitch again became the town 
barber and started a ‘“‘hair-tonic factory,” in 
an old barn. As to just what this factory 
was like people do not agree, but it certain- 
ly Was not much. 

“I remember when I sold hair tonic from 
house to house,"’ Mrs. Fitch later told the 
jury. 

“It's all rubbish that my wife sold our 
tenle by peddling it in a baby carriage,” 
Mr. Fitch retorted, speaking through the 
press from Reno, Nevada. “She always ob- 
etructed the business and I even had to do 
the housework.” 


“It was my idea to begin with,’ countered 
the wife, ‘and I have alwars taken an- in- 
terest in the business." 

“I was compelled to build the business. 
with my own hands,’ came back from Reno. 


UT this is getting ahead of the 
Bowe which has not yet taken 

the bald-headed hair-grower out to 
Reno. 


Back in the sleepy little Iowa town Fred- 
die Fiteh cut hair and somebody—either his 
wife or he himself or their maid, Gertrude 
Westberg—took care of the four children. 
did the housework. made the tonic in the old 
barn and sold it. Then Fitch took to the 
road, selling the tonic in nearby towns. 

This description of Fitch and his factory 
comes from Boone: 


“Fiteh was a barber, and opinions differ 
es to whether he was a good one. or just 
average. He operated a smail shop. He 
didn't hide his light under a bushel. As he 
shaved be talked. barberlike, of his ambi- 
tions. And he was not unique—his ambi- 
tion was to make a million or so. 


“At times he was modest in the measure 
of his dreame—he'd be willing to forego the 
million to make enough to pay immediate 
bills. That was in the barbering-manufac- 
turing days. 

“The factory was on old barn. a rickety 
old barn. The rent on it was sot large 
enough to break a bank, but, if reports are 
true, it was enough to pugsie the dandreft- 
cure maker now'and then. 

“For the history of the Fitch fortune is 
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that of most industrial fortunes. It t: kes 
time to convince people thet any prepara- 
tion will save the hair, but Fitch was a 
shrewd one and knew that if folks could be 
induced to massage the scalp and clean it 
with alcchol and such, It would tend to stave 
off the signs of old age creeping into the 
crown. 

“He knew also that they wouldn! mas- 
sage unleas they were cajoled into doing !t 

“Fitch himself went about trying to sel! 
the preparation to barbers, and old settlers 
recall that Mrs. Fitch went about selling 
the preparation to householders in addition 
to taking care of her four babies and the 
home. which was of a modest nature 

“After awhile Dame Fortune began to 
sinile on the Fitch barn and when the busi- 
ness Was moved away from Boone it Was a 
big one, with traveling salesmen and ererv- 
thing.” 


HAT is the naire story that the Boone 

people tell of how Fred W. Fitch anda 

his demure wife came to Boone, pro- 
duced more hair tonic from the Iowa corn 
soil than the local bootlegger could get 
whisky, and took Gertrude Westberg to Des 
Moines with them 

Gertrude’s hair no longer hung down her 
back. She had stopped washing dishes. was 
looked upon as an tinadopted foster daugh- 
ter, and she became head bottler in the new 
factory erected at Des Moines 

But in the meantime all was not we!) fn 
the private affaire of Mr. Fitch, whose hair- 
tonic route to youth was supposed t4 do an 
much toward bringing harmony in other 
homes. 

In fact, Mra. Fitch hinted that he raised 
more trouble than he did heads of hair. She 
claimed that in 1908 she barely dragged him 
away from a women. not named, in Ar- 
kansas, and some eix rears ago the couple 
separated, he opening what is believed to be 
the most sumptuous bachelor apartment in 
the State. 

This apartment came in for many un- 
savory charges when Mre. Lettie Fitch 
brought suit in 1932 and in lieu of a divorce 
wae given a trust guarantee of 8600 a

“I'm not any better at raising horses 
than anyone else,’’ she insisted. This
